I was <Mii|il<iyptl on a Lom Aiik^Ich 
daily and was on my way, as nHiial

jiiHt l)ev<>'"l '•'" divid«'d, wlii>ro I 
took (lu^ train into IIib cily.

not tend lo eni'InuKM' my r<'«:ard for 
this nnpre|)ossessinK in<lividtial was 
the crafty manner ill which he in- 
variably inspe('led my horse out of 
the corners of his snnill, restless 
eyes. 'I'he horse, niorever, appear- 
ed (o resent the scnitiny <|nif.e as 
much its myself, and from the lirsl 
asserted his antipathy for iJie 
vagabond fakir l)y steailfatly refns- 
in^ to approach l,ll(^drinkin){ lront;h 
nntil I had iiivlLod the strantrcr to 
withdraw a few pae«w.

1 explained, and he very kindly 
eseorled iiit> to my friend's house, 
where we w(>re shown man> photo- 
graphs (akiMi by my frii>nd during 
her (ravels. We weii» also told 
.some hiiimu'oiis stories. In Pari.", 
it seiMiis, she was served at each 
and every meal with so nuiny )is 
ten pl.ites— a plate for each kind of 
food, jind !is many extra knives 
■•iiid forks. At this some one in 
the comi>any heaved a gigjintic 
High and s:iid : 

"lam awfully gl.ad we do not 
have such customs here at home, 
for just think of the pile of dishes 
one would have to wa.sh and wiyt> ! 
T(Mi i>lates apiece for each nieiiib(M' 
of the family .' (rood gracious !

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At hotels in France, (Germany 
and S\vit7rf»rland, there are no elec- 
tric or gas lights, but in jdace of 
th(Mii, candl(>s — tiillow cjindles ~aie 
used, and these tire so poor that it 
is impossible to do any rt>adiiig iit 
night. At a certain (icnnan uni- 
versity, th(> students glory in dis- 
figuring their faces with the sword. 
Siune of the students have .so many 
ivs liftwn eu(s on (heir (aces, and 
they are veiy iiroud of these scars. 

Although we slaid until nine 
o'clotdv, the pretty school princi- 
pal had not " told us all," and we 
were asked to come again. On the 
way htmie, Mr. Kurry and I dis- 
cus.sed what we l.iul hejvrd, and de- 
cided to iisk Ihe princijial the next 
time we met her, if she would lee- 
(nre befor(> the deaf cluT) — the sub- 
ject to be her (raveks. I am con- 
(ident that she will consent. Be- 
fore siiying srood-night. she told me 
that she had brought me a present 
from Fiance, but she could not gel 
i( now, as i( was in her (riink.

On August :U)th, Mi.ss KatlKuine 
Klias gave a party at her home to 
a large number of her deaf friends. 
A most enjoytible dmo wtis had. 

September ;id, Mr. Philip S. Kn- 
gidhai'dl wivs ]deasanlly surprisivl 
by (weuly deaf piMiple, the oivasion 
lieing his birthday. The next day 
Ihere was a picnic of (he deaf at 
St. Francis. 

t)u September ;iti, Mi.ss Nellie
